FACTS BEARING ON THE PROBLEM 

2. On 5 November 1957 , the Joint Chiefs of Staff, by k 
message** to USCINCEUR, stated: 5 

"The Joint Chiefs of Staff are concerned over the re- 6 

points on developments in Berlin emanating from your theater 7 

and the continuing capability of the Soviets and/or the 8 

East Germans to seal off Berlin sector and interzonal 9 

boundaries. They request your estimate of their most proba- 10 

ble courses of action and your ability to counter them 11 

alone or in conjunction with the French and British." ; 12 

USCINCEUR's reply*** gave a detailed report on the status of 13 

contingency planning for Berlin, the most probable Soviet Ik 

courses of action and the U.S. -allied capabilities to counter. 15

6. On 14 January 1958, the Joint Intelligence Committee 13 
advised*** the Joint Strategic Plans Committee that they had Ik 
received the State Department analysis** and were of the 15 
opinion that its intelligence aspects were correctly stated as 16 
of 7 November 1957- Furthermore, they concurred in the conclu- 17 
sions contained in the analysis** regarding Soviet intentions. 18
